Fascinating Subject 


There is nothing more fasci- 
nating than politics—and the 
study thereof.

Ending two days of quarrel- 
some testimony, the president of 
the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters was excused from the 
stand, for the time being, with a 
closing blast charging ‘‘arrogance 
and contempt.” 

Whether the two-day record 
will sustain an ‘‘actionable’’ con- 
tempt case against him will be 
determined later by the com- 
mittee. 

In any event, chairman John L. 
McClellan (D-Ark) closed out 
this phase of the hearings with 
the comment: 

“This witness, in my opinion, 
has shown utter contempt for this 
committee, for the Congress of 
the United States and for his 
government. 

‘‘He has shown flagrant disre- 
gard and disrespect for honest 
and reputable unionism and for 
the best interests and welfare of 
the laboring people of this. coun- 


*‘And above all he has shown 
arrogant contempt for the million 
and a half members of honest 
laboring people in the Teamsters’ 
union.”’ ; 

Beck was a witness for less 
than two hours today, but in that 


time he again invoked the Fifth 
Amendment to the Constitution 
time after time as he was ques- 
tioned about the union’s and his 
own personal finances. 

The amendment was used as a 
means of refusal to give evidence 
that might be used to convict 
Beck on income tax evasion 
charges and at the same time to 


avoid prosecution for contempt of 
the Senate.

CAIRO, 
Pres. Gamel Abdel Nasser was 
reported today to have made a 
“‘gentleman’s agreement’’ to do 
nothing that would upset the 
present calm in the Gaza Strip 
or in the Gulf of Aqaba. 


The implication was that the 
United Nations Emergency Force 
troops would remain in these 
disputed areas in their present 
status as “‘guests of Egypt’’ until 
a more firm arrangement is 
worked out between the U.N. 
and the two feuding nations. 


GENTLEMEN’S AGREEMENT 


The so-called gentleman’s 
agreement was said to have been 
made with Dag Hammarskjold, 
U.N. secretary general, during 
his six-day visit to Cairo. 

Hammarskjold is flying to New 
York where he is expected to 
confer first with his seven-man 
Suez Canal advisory committee 
and with his advisers on the 
Egyptian-Israeli armistice. He 
also was said to have been pre- 
paring to meet with delegates 
of ‘“‘other interested parties’’ on 
the complex issues revoiving 
around the Suez Canal, Aqaba 
Gulf and Gaza Strip. These in- 
terested parties can be expected 
to include Israel. 


ROLE OF U.N. TROOPS 


Diplomatic informants in Cairo 
said Nasser had made certain 
oral commitments regarding the 
role of the UNEF, particularly in 
the Gaza Strip. These were the 
kind of commitments that did not 
need Israel’s approval but rather 
had to do with the present role 
of the international police force 
during the interim in which 
efforts are being made to get a 
firmer settlement on the future 
status of Gaza.

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Cobb County Judge 
Calls a Good Shot 


Judge James T. Manning of Cobb 
County Superior Court has urged a seem- 
ingly reluctant grand jury to study and 
investigate, by its power of subpoena, 
gambling in private clubs. 

Judge Manning’s example is a heart- 
ening one. 

Gambling is a most corrupting vice. 

Once a law enforcement officer has 
succumbed to gamblers he is hooked. 
Other associated vices can be brought in. 
He cannot object. He can only demand 
more of the “take.” 

“Be hard on gambling and you'll have 
a clean county or town” is an old, sound 
rule. 

This newspaper receives persistent re- 
ports of private gambling places in three 
counties adjoining Fulton. Persons who 
claim to have lost money in them report 
the fact. The sheriff's office of Fulton 
County has investigators who know gam- 
bling goes on in so-called private clubs 
but are helpless to cross county lines. Em- 
ployers have called saying their employ- 
es have been victimized by the crooked 
gambling. 

Reports reaching us say bellboys in at 
least one Atlanta hotel will provide mem- 
bership cards to:the gambling joint just 
north of Fulton and that taxi fares will be 
paid as well. Local police investigators note 
that on Saturday night this crooked gam- 
bling outfit has as many as 200 cars, 
mostly from Atlanta, parked about it. It 


has been “raided” at least once—and, of ° 


course, “nothing” was found. Places 
which operate with crooked dice, roulette 
and “bird-cage” are pretty sure to get 
advance warning. 

Let the people beware... a gam- 
bling joint is a cancer which will cor- 
rupt the entire county and bring on 
crime, murder and vice. 

Judge Jim Manning has done a public 
service for the entire state. We trust he 
will keep it up with every grand jury 
and that other Superior Court judges 
will do the same. 

Fulton County some years ago got 
rid of all slot machines in legitimate pri- 
vate clubs. The dice tables disappeared 
a good many years ago. But Atlanta’s big 
population makes it necessary for coun- 
ties on the fringe to be more vigilant. 
Gambling is the father of all vices. 

The ministers, the civic clubs and all 
people who wish to keep their counties 
decent places in which to live will do well 
to cheer on Judge Manning and all other 
judges like him. And grand juries can- 
not afford to be reluctant.

State’s Nuclear Group

A determined movement to put the 
atom to practical use in the state gained 
momentum Tuesday with activation of 
the Georgia Nuclear Advisory Commis- 
sion. 

The first report from Chairman Frank 
Neely was encouraging for the most part. 
He described the progress being made to 
obtain a nuclear reactor for Georgia 
Tech. However, he also pointed out the 
need for training more technicians and for 
a larger electronic computer if the re- 
actor is secured. 

The commission faces a great chal- 
lenge. It has the opportunity for paving 
the way that could lead to new techniques 
and processes in agriculture, industry, 
medicine and other fields. 

Much pioneering will be necessary 
for Georgia to take a leading place in 
benefits from the atomic age. Industry in 
the future can be expected to follow the 
atom to the states where it is used to the 
best advantage. Georgia’s most serious 
bottleneck to the nuclear program is its 
failure to produce enough trained scien- 
tists and engineers. 

There are men of wisdom and fore- 
sight on the Georgia Nuclear Advisory 
Commission. They have a job on their 
hands that will test their ingenuity to the 
fullest. Their efforts can mean much to- 
ward the Georgia of tomorrow.

Good for Ike! 

Yesterday he came out of his corner 
fighting. In his press conference he 
strongly attacked “piecemeal” budget cuts 
by Congress as “fatuous and the most 
foolish kind of economy.” 

He was and is exactly right. 

He needs to fight more. The people 
will support him. 

In a manner of speaking it serves the 
President right in that Sen. Harry Byrd 
of Virginia, whose state machine makes 
that of the late Boss Pendergast or Boss 
Ed Crump seem amateurish in effective- 
ness, is the most articulate of the piece- 
meal cutters. And in 1952 the President 
was betrayed into high praise of the Vir- 
ginian because to do so would win the 
state. It did, but at what a price! 

Sen. Byrd has made a national repu- 
tation out of annual demands for cuts in 
the budgets. He is famous as a profes- 
sional political Scrooge and this some- 
how deters any real examination of what 
sort of senator he has been in the field of 
getting things done. To be sure the Vir- 
ginian has alot of imitators, but Sen. 
Byrd is the spokesman. 

This country is engaged in a war with 
Russia. It is a cold war. But it is a war. 

It costs a lot of money ... and will 
cost more. 

But no men are being shot. And it 
costs a lot less than a shooting war. 

Yet we have Sen. Knowland, for ex- 
ample, an honest man of good intentions, 
who one day is hollering for more opposi- 
tion and effort against the Russians and 
the next day is whooping it up for a 
tax cut. 

There are others who do this—demand 
that we have the best Army, the finest 
guided missiles, the most comprehensive 
nuclear energy plan. Then the next day 
they damn the administration for not cut- 
ting taxes. 

You can’t blame the President for be- 
ing a little sick of all the hypocrisy. 

Every pressure group with big lobby 
staffs in Washington is out to ‘kill the 
bill to aid education, to emasculate the 
vitally necessary urban redevelopment 
legislation and to cut foreign assistance 
to the point where it is meaningless.

Help Where It’s Needed 


There’s a new sparkle to the proud 
banners of Georgia Tech. 

It is inspired by the Georgia Tech 
Foundation’s contribution of $90,000 to 
supplement faculty salaries and another 
$60,000 for contingencies. 

Dr. Paul Weber, acting president of 
Tech, appropriately describes the grants

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Atlanta Bird Lover Tells of Way To Protect 
Bluebirds From Aggressive. English Sparrow 


Atlanta — This ‘is addressed to 
bird lovers everywhere who may 
have experienced grief and trouble 
because of the English sparrow 
taking nests away from bluebirds 
or others for which birdhouses 
have been prepared. The writer 
has found a simple, easy solution. 
It is unfailing. As a result of this 
inexpensive, do-it-yourself method, 
a tribe of English sparrows which 
twice had driven bluebirds from 
their houses is gone and the blue- 
birds are back and quite happy 
about it. 


The simple method is this. Go 
to any convenient hardware or 
sporting goods store. Purchase one 
box of .22 shells loaded with tiny 
shot. Borrow your son’s .22 rifle. 
Take a place close enough to the 
nest for the short-range shells to 
be effective. The shot scatter al- 
most immediately and the pattern 
is quite wide. When the arrogant 
papa sparrow (the rat of the bird 
world) perches nearby the nest, 
squeeze the trigger and shoot him 
off his perch. 

Within a few minutes the mama 
rat-bird will come out to see why 
papa is late, Squeeze the trigger 
on her. Repeat if necessary. 

The English sparrows, which dis- 
grace other sparrows and all other 
birds, will be eliminated. The blue- 
birds will return. The same sys- 
tem ought to work on starlings at 
the bird feeder. 

This information is passed on 
gratis to all bird lovers frustrated 
by the English sparrow and the 
starling. 

It also works well with cats, 
which are not hurt but painfully 
surprised and they depart very 
rapidly with never a backward 
look. .

As we feel a few readers may 
be misinformed.on indulgences,

An indulgence is the remission 
of the temporal punishment due 
to sin after the sin itself has been 
forgiven.

In this life it may take the 
form of either voluntary penance 
or of penance enjoined by the 
Church, It supposes repentance for 
sin and in many cases indulgen¢es 
are granted only on condition of 
contrite confession.

which would repair the dangerous gap in the Constitution on presidential 
disability. Eisenhower's proposal will go to the Capitol at this session 


unless it appears it would hold up 

It shouldn’t have that effect. 
The President’s concern is not to 
pass for hasty action, but rather 
to give Congress and the country 
all the time needed to examine, 
debate and determine what should 
be done. 

The reason something needs to 
be done comes from this sentence 
in the Constitution: ‘‘In case of 
. « . the (president’s) inability to 
discharge the powers and duties 
of the said office, the same shall 
devolve upon the vice presi- 
Gent. «(6-9 

The unanswered questions are: 
(1) Who ‘shall decide when a presi- 
dent cannot discharge his duties? 
(2) How shall it be decided? (3) 
In the event of disability short 
of death, does the Constitution 
mean that the “said office’ of 


- president, or only the powers and 


duties of the office shall devolve 
upon the vice president? 

‘Eisenhower has reached his own 
decision on two of these ques- 
tions. He would like to see an 
act of Congress which would estab- 
lish: 
That the vice president shall be- 
come ‘‘acting president,”’ taking 
over the “powers and duties,”’ not 
the office, in the event of presi- 
dential disability. 

That a president may at his 
own initiative delegate his powers 
to the vice president in the event 
of disability and recover them 
when he determines he can re- 
sume.

Quarles, w h o 
will be promoted 
to deputy secre- 
tary of defense 
next month, de- 
clared that ‘‘fail- 
ing to insure our- 
selves properly against the hazard 
of en atomic war is a gamble that 
I for one do not want us to take.”’ 


Quarles told the Warner Robins 
Chamber of Commerce there 
are places where the Air Force 
might save some money but, that 
he was sure that “at least as 
many other places will be found 
as we go along Where more 
dollars will be needed.”’ 


Quarles said that the budget, 
now being considered by Con- 
gress, contains funds for the 
purchase of all the additional 
B-52 bombers required to replace 
B-36s in the 11 heavy bomber 
wings. 

The budget also provides for 
the purchase of ‘et tankers on a 
ratio of two tankers for three 
jet bombers. 

Quarles disclosed that by June | 
30, 1958, supersonic aircraft will | 
be delivered or on order to re- 
place all of the fighter bomber 
wings of the tactical air forces.

What factors produce a person who wants to express himself 
through art?

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Since World War II, Atlanta businesses have been big finan- 
cial contributors to the city’s thriving art competitions. The ex- 
cellent juries brought in from other regions have improved the 
quality of the shows. , 

The Southeastern Annual Exhibition, started 12 years ago by 
Ben Shute and the late Harold Sheffield, is a regional competition 
that has helped to give Atlanta artists a solid place in contem- 
porary American art. 

The Painting of the Year is a newer competition that has 
helped the artists’ cause. Lively groups, such as the Atlanta 
Watercolor Club and the Association of Georgia Artists, put on 
annual shows which financially depend on business. The Water- 
color Club, too, last year sponsored the casual, interesting Buck- 
head Sidewalk Art Show. 


One characteristic of the artist is his constant experimenta- 
tion, both with media and events that can help him. And here the 
technical age, with its promotion of art through mass media and 
its endless supply of new materials, gives him more resources 
and more means of recognition. 

The Atianta Art Assn. invites groups to show their work at the 
museums, And works of the following Atlanta painters, winners of 
Southeastern Annual competitions, hang in the permanent col- 
lection:

Atlanta artists, like any other group of people in the city, 
produce an infinite variety in quality and type of work.

What do young missionaries think of when they are far from 
home and are neither immersed in the practical tasks at hand nor 
swept along by mighty spiritual conviction of the importance of 
their jobs? 

Somehow, although I have met a few missionaries and read 
my quota of the popular fiction about their work, I never heard 
an answer that really struck a responsive chord in my heart until 
someone sent me a copy of a letter from a young Salvation 
Army officer. 


She is Capt. Margaret Moore, whose home is in Little Rock, 
Ark., but who attended the Atlanta Training College and was 
commissioned at Wesley Memorial Church here in 1952 before 
she left for England for further training. She has been assigned 
to Nigeria, West Africa, as a missionary teacher. 

Writing to the youth of the Salvation Army, who are asked 
routinely to save “self-denial money’’ for foreign missions, she 
let them see very vividly what it’s like to be a young person serv- 
ing far from home. 


“Funny how one changes!’”’ she wrote. ‘‘Home to me was a 
small town. . .. Then, suddenly, in England I discovered that 
home was America; a friendly, informal world, convenient and 
comfortable. Now I know that home is the whole English-speak- 
ing world, a set of values, a certain approach to life. Home 
is a world where family means a man, his wife and their chil- 
dren—not a man, his father, and his grandfather, his brothers 
and his sons! 


“I miss sitting on the grass. I miss bare branches against 
the sky; oaks and elms and maples. I miss early morning quiet- 
ness, cold milk and glazed doughnuts, and a crisp raw salad. I 
miss the comfort of a fire, a rough jacket, a warm red scarf... . 

“I long for spring—the tender miracle unknown in this lush 
tropical growth with its ever-present green. I think of dogwood 
aml crape myrtle, and crimson clover and grapevines, dewy 
dark and fragrant. I miss choosing my own books, my own 
recreation and, most of all, my own company. I miss, differently 
and deeply, Sunday morning—at its best so quiet and moving. 


*“T miss the familiar navy blue uniform, the occasional 
flicker of bonnet ribbons against one’s face; to walk into the 
quiet and order and riches of a library; to hear a radio broad- 
cast without static and fade; to feel the wheel of a car tug 
under one’s hands and the power of the motor respond to one’s 
will; to flick off a light; to hear the jangle of a telephone; to 
bathe in more than two inches of water; to get letters on time 
and newspapers up to date. 


“Two green-headed little lizards are playing in the sun, on 
the concrete steps. The faint throb of a drum lingers on the 
stillness of a dry season day. For me Africa has divided life 
into an American past and an unfamiliar not very American 
present. The constant and overwhelming demands of Africa 
have not lessened my love for the wide Mississippi or the bending 
Galla Creek, but they have changed my way of life consid- 
erably. ... 


“The last months have been difficult personally. . . . I have 
learned to love these Nigerian children. They have become my 
family! I am not afraid of Nigeria failing—I am only afraid 
that I shall fail. Nowhere is there more eagerness and respon- 
siveness and quickness, if only it can be guided.’’ 

Capt. Moore’s hardships as a missionary in Nigeria don’t 
appeal to me half so much for some odd reason as her home- 
sickness. To stay on and persevere in the face of that is courage 
indeed.

Aspirin is wonderful for head- 
ache and rheumatism but is hard 
on the stomach. The chemical is 
capable of producing nausea, 
vomiting, abdominal distress, and 
gastrointestinal hemorrhage. This 
explains why we tell our readers 
who ask if two or three aspirins 
a day are harmful: ‘‘No, provided 
your stomach can take it.” 

Dr. J. J. Kelly Jr. of New York 
City had three patients who bled 
from the stomach periodically for 
no apparent cause. One, an older 
woman, had numerous episodes 
of weakness secondary to the 
blood loss. She did not have di- 
gestive disturbance or abdominal 
pain. X-rays failed to reveal the 
usual causes of gastric hemor- 
rhage, such as peptic ulcer, 
stomach cancer, liver disease, 
or hiatus hernia. 

The mystery was solved 
when she mentioned that the 
symptom followed the use of 
aspirin for headache. Dr. Kelly 
investigated further. He found 
that the patient never took 
more than eight tablets and, 
as a starter, gave her two 


This was enough to convince 
the physician that salicylates 
were responsible. The woman was 
cautioned against the use of as- 
pirin, and in the 19 months that 
have elapsed, there has been no 
recurrence of bleeding. 

More research followed. Dr.

Metz, who was the leading mon- 
ey winner among the pros in 
1939 and a former Ryder Cup 
player, said he hopes to start on 
the tournament trail late in April 
“and go all the way.”’ 

He said there’s an ulterior mo- 
tive to the tour, however. “‘I hope 
I can do well enough to get a job 


with a@ good country club. The 
clubs are using a lot of golfers 
my age and I really enjoy the 
work. I’m going to keep my eyes 
open.”

Born on a cattle ranch in 
Kansas, Dick took handily to 
raising Herefords and built up 
a flourishing business on his 
1,240-acre ranch. However, he 
said, he believes he can lease 
out his “spread’’ if he can go 
back into golf. 

Dick said he decided to try a 
comeback because he made an 
early sale of his beef this season 
and ‘‘I don’t have much to do un- 
til the first of next year when I 
start restocking.”’ 

The veteran of more than a 
dozen Masters tournaments and 
runner-up in the 1938 National 
Open said he hopes to be able to 
get to Augusta as a spectator for 
the Masters April 12 “so I can 
look over my competition.”’ 

He said he doesn’t even hope 
to shoot the same kind of golf he 
did in 1939 when he won the St. 
Paul Open with an 18 under par 
270, which at the time was a 
world’s record for a 72-hole tour- 
nament on a 72-par course. 

But chances are that Dick will

That was some 30 years ago. 
These days Roberts is con- 
cerned about the fans, 10,000 
or more a day, who will follow 
the play during the Masters 
tourney at Augusta, Ga., begin- 
ning a week from tomorrow. 

He supervises a staff of 550, 
all of whom have some part in 
the over-all organization that 
runs the tournament. 

Roberts, 63, is a New York 
investment banker and a fre- 
quent golf and bridge partner 
of President Eisenhower. But 
his principal hobby is being 
tournament chairman of the 
Masters. He has held the job 
since the tourney’s inception in 
1934. Prior to that he was a 
founder, along with Jones, of 
the Augusta National Golf Club 
that sponsors this champion- 
ship. 

There were two thoughts in 
Roberts’ mind when he took 
over his post as chairman. 

‘‘T was determined the tour- 
nament would be a credit to 
Bob, one that would measure 
up to his name and stature,’’ 
explains Roberts. 

Gradually Roberts made in- 
novations that have been copied 
and have earned the Masters 
the reputation of being one of

spectators traveled between 
100 to 200 miles daily to attend. 


Large parking areas that ac- 
commodate 7,000 cars were de- 
veloped. For the admission 
charge spectators got free 
parking, maps of the course, 
booklets concerning the play- 
ers and daily lists of starting 
times. 


Over the years, $100,000 has 
been spent in building special 
ridges, slopes and vantage 
areas so spectators can get 
good views of the greens and 
fairways at the interesting 
holes. 


Roberts introduced the idea 
of roping off fairways. This 
was done at certain holes 
where it was more advan- 
tageous for the gallery to be 
kept within bounds so that 
everyone could get a_ better 
view of the play. 

A nursery formerly occupied 
the 365 acres that comprise 
the club grounds and towering 
pines, magnolias, dogwood, 
azaleas and camellias were 
there before the course was de- 
veloped. But hundreds of flow- 
ering shrubs and plants are 
set out every year to enhance 
the beauty and create the color 
that spectators enjoy. 

A $12.50 “season’’ ticket en- 
titling the holder to attend four 
practice sessions and four tour- 
nament days was put on sale 
by Roberts. Because crowds 
began to increase each year 
on the final day, he imposed 
the admission charge for the 
last round to $7.50, highest of 
any tourney. 

What are the reasons for the 
success of the Masters? ‘Per- 
haps I can’t name them all,” 
said Roberts. “But I would 
say it is because the course 
lends itself to grand golf and 
good-sized galleries. The cali- 
ber of play has been high and 
we have been lucky in having 
unusually thrilling finishes dur- 
ing the 20 years of the tourney’s 
existence. And there is the 
personage of Jones. One can 
never fully measure the in- 
fluence he has had in making 
the Masters tournament suc- 
cessful.”
